Tho State of Wisconsin and the 


Democratic party joined issues be- 
fore the Supremo court today

forsotiian democrat"}' can have a 
place on the general election bal- 
lot under a party head.

which the litigants arjrued in print- 
ed briefs filed with the court

volves constitutionality of the pro- 
vision of the primary election law 
requiring all candidates for a sin- 
K!O political party for any one of- 
fice to receive in aggregate 10 per 
cent of the vote cast for that par- 
ty's gubernatorial candidate in tho 
last general election, 
"This provision is an unreason- 


able restriction of the right of suf- 
frage and is class legislation in vio- 
lation of the Wisconsin constitu- 
tion," M. L. Lueck, H. 0. Wolfe, J. 
G, Hardgrove and F. T. Boesel,' at- 
torneys for tho Democrats, argued. 
. "It is clearly a reasonable regu- 
lation of tho right of suffrage, en- 
acted for H salutary purpose to re- 
strain member?- of one 
political 


'party from participating In the af- 
fairs' of another party, Ralph M. 
Hoyt, deputy attorney-general, rep- 
resenting the state, replied. • 


Both sides agreed that the 10 per 


cent provision of ths primary law 
had been enacted to insure party 
integrity at the primary, to elimi- 
nate small parties, and to keep sim- 
ple or keep down the. size of the 
Australian ballot. 
But the Democrats said that tho 


provision of the law had not work- 
ed that way. Instead, according to 
their claim, it has unjustly dis- 
criminated 
against the 
minority 


party with the largest numerical 
strength, »md has brought the at- 
torneys to declare that "the Dem- 
ocratic party and the Democratic 
electors a:e the real sufferers un- 
der his Is.w, not because it is the 
Democratic party, but because it is 
the largest numerically of the mi- 
nority parties and being such in a 
state wherein the majority party 
is intensely divided by factional is- 
sues, tho vote for its 
candidates 


fluctuates widely." 
Mr. Hoyt takes a different view 


o-? the situation. In hia brief he 
»ays that tho grievance of 
the 


Democrats "is merely that the par- 
ty in now being called upon to suf- 
fer temporarily, the penalty that is 
properly and constitutionally vis- 
ied upon it by tho law when its 
membership deserts it und partici- 
pates in the affairs of another par- 
ty. 
The effect of the present sit- 


uation," Mr. Hoyt said, "should bt 
salutary: it should demonstrate the 
de'-irab'ility of adhering to tho fun- 
damental spirit of the primary law 
anil making the 
primary election 


a means whereby the voters of each 
party can determine without out-

interference, who the candi- 


dates for their party shall be." 


The contention of tho Democrats 


that the vote for McCoy for gover- 
nor in 1920 was abnormal, a great 
fluctuation from the normal vote

the reply from Mr. Hoyt that Uie 
vote merely represented the ineeas- 
ed normal Democratic vote due to 
the new woman's vote. 
After giving election figures to 


show that the Democratic strength 
in 1020 was not abnormal, or if 
abnormal it would not affect 
th* 


present situation, 
Mr. Hoyt 
de- 


clared that "It is the low primary 
vote of 1M2 exclusively, and not 
«ny lupposo abnormalities in the 
gtncrol election vote of 1020 that 
is1 responsible for the present situ- 
ation, and that brings us back to 
the indusputablo fact that the Dem- 
ocrats have had control of their own 
destiny and have deliberately done 
the thing that the statute was In- 
tended to restrain them from doing 
and have no just cause for com.

For Filling Invalid 


Perscriptions 


The case of Mathew S. Baldwin, 


held for violation of the state pro- 
hibition law, went to trial in Cir- 
cuit court at Jefferspn yesterday.- 


It was charged by the court that 


Baldwin 
had 
sold intoxicating 


liquors on approximately 600 forg- 
ed, counterfeit and ficticious doc- 
tor's certifiates. Testimony shewed 
that 29 of the prescriptions' have 
been forged in the name of C, A. 
Harper state board of health, bear- 
Ing fictitious names .of persons pur- 
porting to" live many miles from 
Palmyra. 


Fifty prescriptions offered 
bore 


the name of Charles R. Shields of 
St. Atkinson and F. A. Brewer of 
Jefferson, as the doctors issuing 
them. Testimony was, given that 
no such doctors practiced at either 
city. Eight prescriptions appeared 
to have been issued by a Waukesha 
doctor bore names of, patients pur- 
porting to reside at Palmyra. State- 
ments were taken that 
no such 


persons resided there. It was also 
established that many, of the pre- 
scriptions were on blanks, that had 
been stolen from doctors to whom 
the government had- issue.! them. 
When court convened 
today, the 


state rested its case. 


After a .conference between the 


court and : the attorneys on the 
question of Iffw violation, the de- 
fendant withdrew his plea of 
not 


guilty and entered a plea or. nolle 
contendre and thrust himself 
on 


the mercy of the court.

person restricted from selling liquor, 
to minors was charged with the re- 
sponsibility of determining whether 
his customer was, a minor or not. 
If he sold to a minor'without know-- 
ing it, it was no protection to him, 
He held that that rule should apply 
to this case. 
Forged prescriptions are no pro- 


tection to a druggist selling liquor. 
It is necessary for the druggist to. 
determine whether the prescription 
is valid or not. If the prescription 
is invalid, the druggist fills it on 
his own responsibility. The law 
states that it is to be construed to 
the end that the sale of J^ *« 
beverages is to be stopped. To hold 
that a druggist in selling 
Iftuor. 


was protected simply, by the lact 
that he held a prescription and-not 
charged him with the responsibility 
would nullify the law.

the powers have withheld recognition of 
Russian until Russia would promise to 
pay the debts which France claimed. 


The American Bankers' Association is 


now holding a'convention in New York. 
There has been an influx of foreign bank- 
ers to participate in the program. Then- 
one topic seems to be the cancellation of 
debts owed by European powers to the 
United States. 


In the case of Russia, i'ailure to pay, 


international obligations is denounced 
with great indignation. In the case of 
nations that owe billions to the United 
States, they continue to maintain their 
standing in the world in the face of the 
fact that they have absolutely no inten- 
tion of paying their obligations or the 
interest. 


The big New York bankers, who hold 


billions of bonds issued by these foreign 
countries, are'seeing to it that American 
bankers are given the proper viewpoint 
with respect to these -international obli- 
gations.
